. ‘Denling with the whole field 


of Government expenditure, the report offers some trenchant 
eviticlsm and mikes some sweeping proposals for economy.

A summary of the main points of the report is given below,

The report refers to the un- 
wieldiness of the Public Works, 
Department and remarks that  re-

Some PL WAD. oo withessvs are 
censured for having been “merely 
retivent™ and others for having 
been frankly obstructive, their 
“secretivencss’ having _ wasted 
much time. 

As on start the Commission re- 
commends — severing from — tho 
POW.D. the two Waterworks offices, 
Maintenance and Conrtruction, 

One reason why the water ques- 
tion has been so mismanaged In 
the past, says the report, lias been 
heeause the head of the Water 
Dopartment has been only one of 
12 sub-departmental heads. 

Competing with eleven other 

sub-departmental heada for the 
time and attention. of the Director 
of Public Works, his views have 
failed to filter through lo the Chief 
Executive. , 
- Tho proposal to act up a new 
department is defended hy a re- 
ference to the cost of bringing 
water to the Colony and storing it 
laring the drought of 1929," 


nettled Programme Wanted. 


Where ans big work is under- 
taken, the work should be let out 
to private-enterprise, leaving a 
small staf for maintenance and 
minor constructional work, 

Large staffs employed for big 
achemea, with the continuing 
Hability for pensions, would = in 
this way be obviated. - 

The work of the architectural 
sub-department | as regards the 
time entailed js described as being 
of a finicky and trivial nature. 

The report saya that to employ 
Gwo qualified European engineers 
on such maintenance work is ex- 
travagant and the servicves of one 
should he dispensed with. 

The constructional side of the 
department should be reduced by 
three engineers and two overseers, 
but by one engineer only if the 
Government {tself proceeds with 
the now Government Civil Hospital 
and Gnol instead of letting these 
out to private enterprise.

Unqualified Architects. 
Referring to the Buildings Or- 


dinance Office, the report: speaks

‘The Commission feels: strompely 
that a settled water programme 
should be prepared and’ definitely 
adhered to, so that there shall ba 
no recurrence of the untoward 
happenings of that year, 

With regard to the Waterworks 
Department, the Commission docs 
not recommend any reduction in 
the staf They say Hongkons is 
five years behindhand instead of 
being five years ahead, — the 
tirimum requirement elsewhere, 

The ‘report recommends = thitt 
water in Hongkong should be ‘sold 
to the consumer as a business pro- 
position, sufficient being charged 
‘ty cover cost of production.

will have to be abnndoneil.

The report recommends that the

.P.W.D. should be extended with 
certain safeguards. ‘ 
Tho Commission suggests aome 
changes in the mannor of tender- 
inge and gives a reminder that 
contract penalties are public 
money and should not he remitted 
without the Governor's authority. 
The report endorses the system 


neceasarily thrown on to it by 
faultily drawn up plans sent. in by 
private architects,” 

This results, udds the report, 
Inrgely from the fact, that “a large 
number of perséns whose names 
appear on the Hongkong list of 
authorised architects have no 
qualifications ond sre architects 
only in name.” : 

The Commission recommends 
that no person should be permitted 
fo practise a8 an urehiteet in the 
Colony untess he has obtained the 
degree of ATLLBA, or an equiva. 
font foreign diploma. : 

The report recommends the com- 
plete re-drafting of the Buildinges 
Ordinance to clarify the require: 
ments: of the medical and fire au- 
thorities for the benefit of ar- 
chitects. 

Recommendation is also made 
that power be given to the Gov- 
ernor-in-Council to censure an 
architect who. erects a faultily 
constructed building. 

The Jaw should be tightened up 
to prevent shoddy building and to 
enforce modern methods to the ex- 
clusion of obsolete and dangerous 
ones arising out of the sub-con- 
{racting system. 

The Commission «loes not ‘con- 
nider that the large, staff in the 
Buildings Ordinance-OMice can be 
cul down until such time aa there 
is a new Ordinatice, which ig im- 
peratively needed. 


Roads and Drainage. 


The report considers the pre- 
sent division of ronds work .into 
{wo separate sub-departments is 
ludicrous, especially when it is 
realized one makes the road: and 
the other does the surfacing.

Tho roport also refers to the 

duplication of motor repair shops 
for Government vehicles, and re- 
commend abolishing the post of 
mechanical engineer. 
‘Tho Commission is in favour. of 
tho whole of the Eloctrical Offico 
beIng taken ‘out of the Public 
Works Department and placed un- 
der the Post Office to remove a 
double, allegiance, 

They mako no recommendations 
regarding tho staff of the Elec- 
trical Offico in view of the: neyo- 
Untions proceeding between the 
Government and the Imperial 
Wireleas and Cables Co. -for the 
transfer of the ‘greater part of the 
Colony’s wireless service. 

The Government should con- 
alder disposing of its telephone 
service to the Hongkong Telephone 
Co, and possibly contracting out 
the maintenance of Government 
lifts, : . 

Harbour Works. 


The views of the Commission on 
the future administration of the 
harbour have already been put be- 
fore the Government but they are 
not reproduced In the report, 

The Commission stressed the 
Necessity for proceeding with a 
survey of the harbour without de- 
lay under qualified men engaged 
frum outside the service for that 
purpose. ' 

Referring to the Port Develop- 
ment sub-department, which has 
in hand the vehicular ferry piers. 
the report urges the engaging of 
temporary stall or in future con- 
tracting out to a firm’ of British 
contractors. 

One engineer and two overscers 
will be sutticient for the work re- 
maining in hand at the end of the 
Yeur, and the posta of executive en- 
sineer, two engineers and three 
overseers should be abolished. 

The Crown Land and Surveys 
Department, it is recommended, 
should be formed into one unit un- 
der the headship of a properly 
qualified surveyor, 

Reference is made to the growth 
dn number of Chinese surveyors 
from eight in 1926 to 36 in the 
present year. ‘There has been no 
reduction in the number of Euro- 
pean surveyors, with resultant 
over-atafling. ‘The number should 
be reduced from nine to six. 

Complaints of delays. having 
been made as regards applications 
for land to the Crown Landy Of- 
fice, the Commission recommend 
that areas for development be map- 
ped out in zones in advance, 


Abuse of System. 


The report speaks of an “inter- 
minable delay” - jin obtaining 
figures from the Accounts and 
Stores Department and adds that 
when they were produced they 
were of “little or no use.” 

Parenthetically tho Commission- 
ers believe that the water and 
Railways Departments are’ the 
only two departments which keep 
their accounts on a ‘proper basin. 
The need for cost accounting: is 
imperative. 

Regarding the accounts of the 
Public Works Department, — the 
Allotinent’Voucher system appears 
'o have been abused and steps 
should be taken to remedy this. 

“An executive is responsible 
and paid as such,” adds the re- 
port, “and if he cannot be entrust- 
ed with responsibility in. the 
spending of public moncy his ser- 
viees should be dispensed with. 
To fetter him as is now done only 
makes for delay.” 

Referring to the proposal for a 
central store with a branch at 
Kowloon for all Government de- 
partments, except medical, .it is 
not considered thst such a scheme 
would result in any saving. 

Turning to the directorate of 
the P.W.D., the Commissioners re- 
commend that the two posts. of 
Assistant che ey of Public 
Works be abolisHed and be re- 
placed by.one Deputy Director of 
Public Works. 

They recommend that the Tech- 
nical Seerctary be retained but 
that a more junior officer fill the 
post, 

Senior Clerical Staff. 


With reference to the Senior 
Clerical and Accounting - Staffs, 
attention is drawn to the filing 
system which at present is con- 
sidered “far too cumbersome and 
detrimental to efciency."

A reduction of” the headquar- 
tors staff of the P.W.D. is recom- 
mended on three grounds—(1) the 
diminished amount of work fol- 
lowing reorganization; (2) ‘tho 
entire severance of the water works 
branch; and (3) the removal’ of 
faulty organization at tho central 
office, responsible for much of the 
present congestion. 

A brond outline Is given of the 
dutics of the Director and his 
staff on which reorganization must 
take place.’ Decentralization of 
reaponsibillty id recommended; at 
present not enough {8 given to 
Executive, Engineers, some of 
whom when they appeared Kefore 
the Commission showed a rele. 
tunee to aceept responsibility, 

“It cannot be too strongly om- 
phasized,” adds the report in this 
connexion, “that responsibility fa 
au necessary adjunct to the office 
of Executive Engineer." 


Harbour Department, 


The staff of the Harbour De- 
partment, particularly as regards 
the Europeans, has grown con- 
alderably within the last five yeurs, 
and whilst the Commiaslonerg fully 
recognize the — desirability 
eMiciency, they also realize that 
there is a point where efficiency 
becomes uneconomical, and in 
their opinion this point has been 
passed. There is, moreover, the 
danger that too rigorous regula- 
tign may discourage shipping from 
using the port. 

The Commission is not satisfied 
that the posts of Deputy and As- 
alstant Harbour Master are neces- 
sary, and recommend amalgama- 
tion 

The report’ recommends the 
transference to the Police Court 
of all non-technical cases from 
the Marine Court, ee 

The Commissioners consider 
the Harbour Master was wrong in 
his estimate of the staff require- 
ments of the Government Marine 
Surveyors’: Department; and that 
asa result of his wishes having 
been met, the department ig now 
overstated. 

The Commissioners were struck 
by the inadequate seale of feea 
charged for ship surveys of vari- 
ous kinds and consider that the 
fees charged should bear some re- 
lation to the cost of running the 
department. 


The Official Receiver. 


Roferring to the Official Res 
ceiver, the report recommends 
that the post be allowed to lapse 
when the present holder retires in 
three years time, the duties being 
performed by the Registrar‘. 

After speaking of the large aum- 
ber of bankruptcies in 1927, tho 
report says should there bo an- 
other abnormal increase it would 
be more economical to engage un 
a temporary basis a solicitor either 
locally or from Home, 


Medical Department. 


After careful consideration the 
Commissioners feel unable to re- 
commend any reduction in the 
Medical Department, but feel that 
reorganization schemes involving 
extra expenditure should be de- 
ferred until More = prosperous 
times, 

They note in passing, however, 
considering the density of the 
population, probably higher than 
in any other city in the world, it 
would seem that, if anything, too 
little public health work is done. 

The substitution of Chinese for 
Europenn nursing sisters should 
be pushed on as rapidly as suit- 
able local recruits are obtainable. 

Great co-operation is urged 
between the various medico-public 
health authorities, and the point is 
stressed that it is wasteful to have 
two separate ‘authorities within 
Government for heulth work. 

The Commissioners are of the 
opinion that the fees at present 
charged in Government hospitals 
for medical attendance and opera- 
tions are too low.” They  under- 
stand that revision is under con- 
sideration. - 

The Commission's views on the 
desirability of building a new 
Government Civil Hospital have 
been submitted but are not repro- 
duced in the report.

Chinese Affairs, 


Dealing with the Secretariat for' 
Chinese Affairs, the Commisa{oners 
suggest that a system of voluntary 
censorship accompanied by a bond 
or cash deposit, might be sub- 
stituted for the present form of 
censorship control, in the case of 
tho large and more “responsible 
Chinese newspapers, ‘ 

They also recommend that tho 
payment of compensation for “fung 
shui’ should be discontinued. 

Tho Police. 

The Iabours of the Commis- 
sioners as regards the Police De- 
partment were considerably ligh- 
tened by the helpful attitude of the 
Inspector General of Police,’ who 
came before them with a  compre- 
hensive scheme of retrenchment 
which promised a saving of about 
two lakhs. - 

The main feature of the’ Ins. 
pector General's scheme is the re- 
placement of thirty British ‘pollce 
by an equal number of © Russians, 


accounting for a saving of nearly |», 


a lakh in salaries, to which must 
be added the large saving in pas- 
sues, pensions, ete. . 

The police to be replaced are 
those performing the duties of sec- 
tlon sergeants; the least — respon- 
European con- 


junior officers. 

To employ on it highly paid 
Europeans is extravagant, 
nelther Ipdians nor, Chinese would, 
according to the I,G.P., bo satisfac- 
tory, ‘On tho other hand, Russians, 
being . domiciled in China, are 
cheap, and experience with them, 
as anti-piracy guards, has shown 
that they would be eminently 
suitable, 

Only men with a knowledge of 
English would be emplcyed. The 
higher posts .of Inspector, Sub- 
Inspector and Crown sergeant in 
the European contingent would be 
reserved for British officers. 

The Russian ‘police would be re- 
cruited on a temporary basis. If 
therefore it were desired at a later 
date to revert to an all-British Eur- 
opern contingent, there would be 
no dfficulty in doing so. 

The Commissioners, with the ex- 
ception of the Chairman, advocate 
the adoption of the proposal, the 
Hon, Mr, Paterson adding that he 
had experience of Russians in 
Shanghai and found them most 
satisfactory. 

The Chairman dissented from 
the proposal and in licu thereof 
recommended that the reduction of 
thirty posts could and should be 
effected by a reorganization of the 
duties of section sergeants, who 
should be mounted on motor cycles, 
thus enabling each officer to cover 
a greater number of sections than 
he could at present on foot. 


The Prisons. 


Referring to the Prison Depart-! 
ment, the -report criticizes the 
existing plan for the new Prison 
and questions the need for sixty 
European warders. Reductions 
should also be made at Victoria and 
Laichikok. :

MENINGITIS. 

Without wishing to. be in any 
way alarmist, we cannot help 
doubting whether the autharities 
are Liking the present meningitis 
outbreak seriously enough, The 
normal number of cases in a yerr 
in Hongkong id between 
and «twenty-five; already since 
January there have been about 
forty, with quite a dozen deaths. 
Five fresh cases were notified on 
Tuesday. There «facts are in 
themselves sufficient proof of the 
fact that the Colony is facing a 
relatively serious outbreak. which 
may grow into even larger dimen- 
sions unless every possible ‘effort 
is made to combat it. We have re- 
collections of the terrible visita: 
tion in 1918, when it became neces- 
sury to institute specin) measures; 
and, knowing the facility with 
which the disense spreads, the pub.

A iie would like to feel assured that 


something more than merely trust- 
ing to the effects of the warmer 
weather will be done in the pre- 
sent outbreak. 

The facts of the situation are 
well-known. Macao is at the mo- 
ment experiencing a bad enidemic 
of the disease, and, even were 
effective quarantine restrictions 
possible, which seems doubtful, it 
ia believed that this would provide 
no guarantee against the disense 
veing brought into Hongkong. 
The problem is rendered diffieult 
owing to the sprending of the com- 
plaint by healthy carriers. But if 
the disense cannot be tackled at its 
source, surcly something might be 
accomplished or attempted in the 
why of preventive measures in this 
Colony. In the 1918 outbreak, 
atomizing centres were establish- 
ed at various points, which the 
public wero required to visit daily. 
The Medient Officer of Health is 
aceptical of the benefits of such 
trentmont, but to the lay mind it 
would geem that nothing would be 
lost, and possibly much gained, by 
the instituting-of some such men- 
It is common knowledge 
that in times of epidemics there is 
auch a thing as communal fear, 
and, to- put. it no higher,—though 
wo -are by no menns convinced 


that this is its total yalue—pre- 
ventive treatment of auch a kind 
might possess 2 distinct advan- 
take. We do not know the extent 
of tho efforts which the authori- 
ties are ronking to grapple with 
the problem, bat, if we are to 
judge from the observations re- 
cently made by the Medical Officer 
of Ienlth, there would appear to 
bo an attitude that practienlly 
nothing can be done in the mat- 
ter. This will strike the public 
ns reflecting a somewhat ‘fatalistic 
frame of mind. Surely medical 
science has advanced sufliciently 
to permit of something more than 


+} merely sitting with, folded arms 


and allowing matters to tnke their 
own course. For aught we know, 
the Government may be much 
more active than that, but the im- 
pression docs’ certainly prevail 
that the full serlousness’ of the 
situation ts not realised. ; 

We urge the utmost concentra- 
tlon on the outbreak, on the ground 
that it will be late in the day to 
take special measures if and when 
the disease becomes more ram- 
pant in our midst. Macno would 
appear to be doing its utmost to 
restrict the effects of the scourge 
by insisting on jaolation of suf- 
ferera, disinfecting all premises in 
which cases have occurred, and 
giving special treatment to con- 
tacts, na well as keeping them un- 
der observation. To what extent 
the Hongkong authorities are do- 
Ing likewise has not been revenl- 
ed, but it is sincerely to be hoped 
that, nothing will be left undone 
to keep the outbreak in check. 
The dread nature of -the dixease, 
with its high mortality rate, is in 
itself sufficient reason for every 
possible precaution being adopted 
to limit its sphere of influence. 


U.S.A. and Japan, 


It does -not follow that because 
an Admiral has predicted a Japan- 
ese-American War, it cannot’ be 
avoided. Neither is the sugges- 
tion lightly to be disregarded. 
There is no doubt that factors 
have been at work in the United 
States turning the great vody of 
opinion almost violently against 
Jnupan, incliding an underlying 
racial antipathy, economic rivalry 
and the “yellow peril” scare of 
twenty years ago. While the 
earthquake ‘of 1923 and Japan's 
enlightened policy following the 
Washington Conference greatly 
improved American _sentiment, 
popular prejudice has persisted. 
Exclusion of Japanese immigra- 
tion was a, gratuitous affront that 
could only have been made pose 
sible by a latent, deep-rooted anti- 
pathy. Recent violence of the 
Japanese military has stirred the 
fecling into active animosity in 
many widely-varied quarters, It 
is of such things that ware are 
made. This situation unquestion- 
ably holds possibilities of grave 
dangers, and it, would be well for 
Americans to turn for yruidance 
to certain words of their two 
erontest presidents. .One of the 
most striking things in Washing- 
ton’s final advice to the infant na- 
tion was his adjuration to €X- 
clude “permanent, inveterate anti- 
pathies against particular = na- 
tions.” And among Lincoln's last 
words to his countrymen were 
those asking them to press on 
‘with malice. toward none, with 
charity for all, with firmness in 
the right us God gives us to sce 
the right.” To-day firmness in 
the right requires no hatred. 
Stendfast maintenance of Ameri- 
can. rights ‘and determined insis- 
tence.upon the recognition of in- 
ternational obligations will ach- 
jeve more than excited hostility. 
It is essential that Japan should 
not be allowed to profit by 
violence, but: it Is equally neces- 
sary that violence should not be 
employed to prevent violence. 
‘And that the seeds of future vio- 
lence. should not be sown. -And 
if a “permanent, inveterate” antj- 
pathy toward Japan in to be avoid- 
ed in America, it is important that 
grenter offort be made to under- 
atand'Jnpan. In so far a8 anti- 

pathy is founded on Ignorance and 
fear, they should be removed, One 
nocd not try to justify unjuati- 
finble actions, but it is impossible 
to judge fairly without knowing 
more of the background of tho 
Sino-Japanese question than is 
gonorally known in the . United 
States., [he key to peace in the 
Pacific Iles in Japaness-Amorican 
friendship.

‘Thi heads of departments all ap- 
peared to tho Commissloners to be 
anxious and willing to accept full 
responsibility for the running of 
thoir departments, but the Colonial 
Seerctary’a Office apparently will 
nat Jet them havo it. , 


; The Cadet Service, 
Denling with the Cadet Service, 
the Commissfoncrs note that the 
number of senior posts was recent- 
ly Increased from five to seven. 
The | Commissioncra recommend 
that these posts he not nutomatical- 
ly Med on a vacancy occurring, 
Hut only when an officer sufficiently 
qualified and efficient to be deserv- 
ing of such promotion fa avhilable. 
These promotions should be made 
strictly on merit and not seniority. 


Education, 

After dealing with various 5- 
pects of the Education Depart- 
ment, the report expresses the 
opinion that too much js done for 
secondary education and too little 
for primary. 

The former could be curtailed 
without any detriment to the 
Colony, and the method by which 
thia should he done fs by raising 
the fees at Government recondary 
achoals which at present bear no 
relation to the cast of providing 
the education, - 

The basis on which rants are 
made to srrant-in-atd schools should 

line ratlonalized. Speaking of sub- 
aidized schools, the report says that 
tha ultimate Ideal to be kept in 
view is free elementary education 
for all. 

Referring specifically to the Dio- 
cesan Boyx School, Kowloon, the 
Conimissioners Bay: : 

“It would scem also to the Com- 
migstanera a matter for regret that 
a site so fine and extensive, and In- 
deed possibly the best, in the real- 
dential portion of Kowloon, should 
have been allotted for the purpose 
of building this school: the lack 
of policy on the part of the Educa- 
tion Department would here again 
nppear to be demonstrated, Two of 
the finest sites In the Colony (ic. 
the Diocesan Boys’ School, Kowloon, 
and St. Stephen's College, Stanley), 
have been alldtted — to denomina- 
tional schools, while the Govern: 
ment has not only built’ King's 
College—at a cost of one million 
dollars—in what one may term 8 
back street of Hongkong and with- 
out adequate or suitable aurround- 
ings, but also proposed to build a 
new Central British Sehool,  Hke- 
wise at the cost of one million 
dollars, in a place remote from the 
inhabitants whose children it is 
proposed to educate therein, und 
near the purlicus of Old Kowloon 
City." : 

Exchange Problem. 

Under the heading Treasury, the 
Commissioners do not agree with 
the opinion that to fix exchange Is 
to gamble: Consistently to settle, 
‘or consistently to refrain from 
settling, would over a period of 
years allow the law of averages to 
come into operation, and would 
show the same result, On the 
other hand to fix exchange 
enables the Government, whose re- 
venue ig in dollars, to know in ad- 
vance how many dollars it will re- 
quire in respect of all its commit- 
ments, both silver and-ateriing. If 
sterling be available in London for 
the Government’s gold commit- 


ments this point js of course met, |’ 
but if ft be not available and con- 


tracts for supplies be entered Into, 
to be paid later out of dollar re- 
venues not yet in the Treasury,~ 
then exchange should be settled 
when the transaction ia authoriacd. 
Care should be taken to obtain com- 
petitive rates when settling.

posal for severing — the Water 
Works Office from the P.W.D. 
and, In connexion with the price 
costing of water, rofors to the 
possible offects on tho poorer 
classes. : 

Roferring to loenl architects, the 
Government does not consider it 
dealrable to confine tho Hat of au- 
thorised architects to persons who 
hold the certificates of ARLB Oo 
no Buch provision belng in feree 
in England. 

The Government docs not con- 
sider the suggestion to put the 
Electrical Dopnrtmont under the 
Postmaster-Genoral to be sourtd. 
Tho department deals with many 
matters outside the sphere of the 
Postmaster-General. 

Reforring to the P.W.D., the 
Government states that the Com- 
missioners appear to have mia- 
conceived. somewhat the position 
of exceutive engineers. They are 
in full control of their sub- 
departments. Ps 


Marine Cases, 


With regard to the Harbour De- 
partment, the Government points 
out that the hearing of non- 
technical cases by the Harbour 
Master takes onan average fen 
to fifteen minutes a day, To 
transfer these cases to the Central 
Maygrintracy would not therefore 
do much to lighten the work of 
the Harbour Master, 

With reference ‘to the revenuc 
of the Government Marine Sur. 
veyors Department, the Govern- 
ment pointa out that ff ‘all fees 
were trébled, there would still be 
an appreciable gap between re- 
venue and expenditure, It there- 
fore considers that any nttempt at 
the presont juncture to make this 
department self-supporting: by in- 
creasing survey fees would bea 
grave mistake. 

The Harbour Department in pri- 
marily a department to control 
and regulate veasely and shipping 
in the harbour, and only second- 
arily a revenue producing one. It 
would, in the Government's 
opinion, be most unwise to reverse 
this order, ; 


* Medical Department. 


Concerning the Medical Depart 
ment, the Government states that 


the yaradgal replagement of Euro- 


pean by Chinese nursing sisters 
has been and will continue te be 
the Government's poles. 

As regards the Sanitary De- 
partnient, the Government does 
not consider it desirable to have 
street cleaning done by a contrac. 
tor, ‘The syatem was tried before 
and the results were not, satixe 
factory. 

The replacement of Buropeans 
by Asiatics in the Sanitary Deo- 
partment will have to be gradual 
and the experiment carefully 
watched. 

Russian Police. 


Referring to the surgestion fot 
employing Russinns in the Pollce 
Force, the Government prefers the 
proposition put forward by _ the 
Chairman to that of the Unofficial 
mombers, The Inspector General 
of Police has carefully gone into 
the question a3 to how far section 
sergeants can be replaced as a re- 
sult of the use af motor cycles. He 
finds that only ten can be so re- 
duced, Further, In no city in the 
world have foot patrols been 
supplanted by motor cycle police. 
In the interests of economy, how- 
ever, the Government is willing 
to zive the scheme atrial. ~ 


Exchange. 


Coming to the Treasury, the 
Government remarks that the mat- 
ter of fixing exchange has its 
ardent advocates ag it has oppon- 
ents. The Government admits 
that last year, with the drop in 
the value of the dollar, the Gov- 
ernment would have gained had it 
fixed exchange. On the other 
hand, when, the dollar tends to 
rise, the effect might ensily be dis- 
advantageous to the Colony. The

We urge the utmost concentra- 
tlon on the outbreak, on the ground 
that it will be Inte in the day to 
take special measures if and when 
the disease becomes more ram- 
pant in our midst. Macao would 
appear to be doing: its utmost to 
restrict the effects: of the scourge 
by insisting on isolation of suf- 
ferers, disinfecting Ml premises in 
whieh cases have’ occurred, and 
giving special treatment to con- 
tnets, as well as keeping them un- 
der observation, To what extent 
the Hongkong nuthoritles are do- 
ing likewise has not been reveal- 
ed, but {it is sincerely to be hoped 
that nothing will be left undone 
to keep the outbreak in cheek. 
The dread nature of the disease, 
with its high mortality rate, is in 
ituelf suffleient reason for every 
possible preeaution being adopted 
to Hmit its sphere of influence,

‘tt does not follow that becnuse 
an Admiral has predicted a Japan- 
eac-American War, it cannot be 
avoided, Neither is the supyges- 
tion lightly to be disregarded: 
There is no doubt that factors 
have been at work in the United 
States turning the yreat body off 
opinion almost violently against 
Japan, including an underlying 
racial antipathy, economic rivalry 
and the “yellow peril” xeare of 
twenty yenrs to. While the 
carthquake of 1925 and Japan's 
enlightened policy following the 
Washiniton Conference srreatly 
improved American — sentiment, 
popular prejudice has persisted. 
Exclusion of Japanese immmigra- 
tien was a gratuitows affront that’ 
could only have ‘been. made pox 
sible by a latent. deep-rooted anti- 
pathy. Recent violence of the 
Japanese military has stirred the 
feelings into active animosity in 
many widely-varied quarters. It 
is of such things that wars are 
made, This situation unquestion- 
ably holds possibilities of grave 
dangers, and it would be well for 
Americans to turn for guidance 
to certain words of their two 
greatest presidents. One of the 
most atriking things in Washing: 
ton’s final advice to the infant nu 
tion was his adjuration lo @x- 
clude “permanent, inveterate anti- 
pathies | against particular nite 
tions.” And nmong ‘Lincoln's last 
words to hig countrymen were 
those asking them to press on 
“with matice toward ‘none, with 
charity for all, with firmness in, 
the right as God gives us to sce 
the right.” To-day firmness in 
the right. required no hatred. 
Steadfast maintenance of Ameri- 
can rights and determined insis- 
tence upon the recognition of in- 
ternational obligations will ach- 
feve more than excited hostility. 
It is essential that Japan should 
not’ be allowed to profit by 
violence, but it ia equally neces- 
sury that violence should not be 
employed to prevent violence. 
And that the seeds. of future vio- 
lence should not be sown. And 
if a “permanent, inveterate’ anti- 
pathy toward Japan is to be avold- 
od in America, it is important that 
renter effort be made to uhder- 
atand dapan. In so far as anti- 
pathy fs founded on ignorance and 
fear, they should be removed. One 
need. not try to justify unjusti- 
finbie actions, but it is impossible 
to judge fairly without knowing 
more of the background of tho 
Sino-Japanese question than is 
gonernily known in the United 
States. Tho key to peace: in tho, 
Pacific lies in Japanese-Amorican 
friondship. Regret can hardl¢ be 
too great that: Jnpan’a prorent 
mistake has: tromenduosly com- 
plicated the problom of achieving

‘CHATER ROAD. 


Without wishing to be in any 
way alarmist. we cannot help 
doubting whether the authorities 
are taking the present meningitis 
outbreak seriously enough. ‘The 
normal number of cases ima year 
in Hongkong is between twenty 
and twenty-five; already since 
January there have been about 
forty, with quite a dozen deaths. 
Five fresh cases were notified on 
Tuesday. These facts , are in 
themselves sufficient proof of the 
faet that the Colony is facing a 
relatively serious outbreak, which. 
may grow into even Jarger dimen: 
sions unless every possible effort 
in made to combat it. We have re- 
collections of the terrible visjta- 
tion in 1918, when it became neces: 
sary to institute special measures; 
and, knowing the: facility with 
which the disease spreads, the pub- 
lic would like to feel assured that 
something more'than merely trust 
ing to the effects of the warmer 
wenther will be done in the pre- 
nent outbreak, : 

The facts of the situation are 
well-known. Macao ig at the mo- 
ment experiencing a bad epidemic 
of the disease, and, even wero 
effective, quarantine — restrictions 
possible, which seems doubtful, it 
is betfeved that this would provide 
no guarantee against the discase 
being brought into Hongkong. 
The problem is tendered difficult 
owing to the spreading of the com- 
plaint by healthy carriers. “But if 
the disense cannot bo tackled at its 
source, surely something might be 
necomplished or attempted in the 
way of preventive measures in this 
Colony.. In the 1918 outbreak, 
atomizing centres were establish- 
ed at various points, which the 
public were required to visit daily. 
The Medical Officer of Henlth is 
acoptical of the benefits of such 
troatment, but to the lay mind it 
would seem that nothing would be 
lost, and possibly much gained, by 
the instituting of some such mea- 
sures, It is common knowledge 
that in times of epidemics there is 
such a thing as communal fear, 
and, to put it no highor,—though 
wo are’ by no means convinced

‘The Commissioners recommend 
that these posts be not automatical- 
ly filled on 8 vacancy occurring, 
but only when an officer sufficiently 
qualified and efficient to-be deserv- 
Ing of such promotion is avallable- 
These promotions should be made 
atrictly on merit and not seniority. 


Education. 

After denling with various .28- 
pecta of the feducation Depart- 
ment, the report expresses the 
opinion that too much is dono for 


_| secondary education and too littlo

thig should be done ja by raising 
the fees at Government secondary 
schools which at present bear no 
providing. 
the education. 

The basix on which grants are 
made te grant-in-aid schools should 
be rationalized. Speaking of sub- 
sidfzed schools, the report. saya that 
thy ultimate ideal to be kept in 
view in free elementary education 
for all. 

Referring specifically to the Dio- 
cesnn Boys’ School, Kowloon, the 
Commissioners say: . 

“Tt would seem also to the Com- 
missfoners a matter for regret that 
n site 80 fine and extensive. and tn- 
deed possibly the best, ‘In the resi- 
dential portion of Kowloon, should 
have been allotted for the purpose 
of building this school: the lack 
af policy on the part of the Educa- 
tion Department would here again 
appear to be demonstrated. Two of 
the finest sites in the Colony (te. 
the Diocesan Boys’ School, Kowloon, 
and St. Stephen's College, Stanley), 
have been allotted to  denomina- 
tional schools, while the Govern- 
ment has. not only built King’s 
College—at a cost of one million 
eollars—in What.one may term) a 
back street of Hongkong and with- 
out adequate or’ suitable surround- 
ings, but also proposed to build a 
new Central British School, like- 
wise at the cost of one million 
dollara, in a place remote from the 
inhabitants whose children it is 
proposed to educate therein, and 
near the purlicus of Old Kowloon 
City.” i 

Exchange Problem. 

Under the heading Treasury, the 
Commissioners do not agree with 
the opinion that to fix exchange is 
to gamble. Consistently to settle, 
or consistently to refrain from 
settling, would over a period of 
yenrs allow the Jaw of averages to 
come into operation, and would 
show.. the same result. On the 
other hand to fix exchange 
enables the Government, whose re- 
venue is in dollars, to know in ad- 
vance how many dollars it will re- 
quire in respect of all its commit- 
ments, both silver and sterling. If 
sterling be available in London for 
the Government’s gold commit- 
ments this pojnt is of course met, 
but if it be ndt available and con- 
tracta for supplics be entered into, 
to be paid Inter out of dollar re- 
venues not yet in the Treasury,—
